Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentleman, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1962,  in  which  is  incorporated  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector 0 

It  is  seen  from  a  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  that  there  has 
been  only  slight  variation  from  the  previous  year*  The  Death  Rate 
was  10*38  per  1,000  population  (10*66  in  1961)  and  the  Birtn  Rate  was 
14 *50  per  1,000  population  (l3«6l  in  1961).  Thirteen  infants  under 
the  age  of  twelve  months  died  during  the  year,  of  these  eight  were 
four  weeks  old*  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  i*e.  the  number  of 
infants  dying  under  the  age  of  twelve  months  per  1,000  live  births, 
was  18.28  (15*13  in  1961) 

The  average  number  of  Illegitimate  Births  during  the  previous 
five  years  was  fifteen  -  during  1962  thirty  three  were  registered 
a  rather  serious  and  significant  increase. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  showed 
a  marked  decrease  145  ns  compared  with  869  in.1961*  This  was  mainly 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  were  only  39  cases  of  Measles 
(800  in  1961.)*  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis 
notified* 

There  were  no  cases  of  S&iallpox in  the  Borough,  although  two  cases 
occurred  in  neighbouring  areas*  The  first  case  was  a  male  Pakistani 
who  arrived  from  Karachi  at  London  Airport  on  the  19th  December,  1961., 
and  travelled  to  West  Bromwich  on  the  following  day  when  he  was  taken 
ill*  He  subseqently  moved  between  West  Bromwich,  Dudley,  Darlaston, 
and  Tipton  before  he  attended  a  doctors  surgery  in  Tipton  on 
December  28th*  There  he  was  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  Tipton  and  others,  and  was  admitted  to  Moxley  Isolation  Hospital. 

A  provisional  diagnosis  of  Smallpox  wds  made-this  was  later  confirmed 
by  biological  examination  and  the  man  was  transferred  to  Wit ton 
Hospital,  Birmingham*  Of  all  the  many  possible  contacts  of  this  case

only  one  «=  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Tipton  who  saw  the  man 
on  the  28th  Decembero ,  developed  Smallpox  and  was  admitted  to  hospital 
on  January  15th,  1962.  All  known  contacts  were  ^accli^sfced  and  kept 
under  surveillance  but  fortunatly  no  more  cases  occurred.,

following  the  schedule  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  adopted  by  the 
County  Council  consequent  upon  the  introduction  of  triple  antigen  and 
oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  infants  do  not  now  complete  courses  of 
protection  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  at  as  early  an  age 
as  previously,  and  figures  for  1962,  being  the  first  year  of  these 
changes,  are  lower  than  what  they  might  otherwise  have  been. 

Records  relating  to  poliomyelitis  vaccination  have  only  been 
kept  on  a  district  basis  since  1st  July,  1962,  so  that  I  am  unable 
to  give  you  complete  figures  for  the  year.  I  am,  however,  enclosing, 
for  your  information,  a  summary  relating  to  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
in  Rowley  Regis  during  the  period  1st  July  to  31st  December,  1962.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  ninth  Annual  Report  records  steady  progress  in  the  fields  of 
environmental  hygiene  and  I  respectfully  recommend  it  for  your 
consideration. 

The  cleansing  services  were  maintained  during  the  most  severe 
weather  conditions  encountered  for  many  years.  With  the  exception  of 
one  or  two  hilly  cul-de-sacs,  it  was  possible  to  maintain  a  regular 
weekly  collection  for  which  many  members  of  the  public  expressed  their 
admiration.  Complaints  were  few  and  far  between  and  the  Council  can 
be  well  satisfied  with  the  effects  of  their  re-organisation  of  the 
service  two  years  ago. 

Thousands  of  tons  of  grit,  road  metal  and  accumulated  dust  were 
removed  after  the  snow  by  re-organising  the  normal  sweeping  service 
into  a  gang,  and  without  one  additional  employee  or  any  extra  cost  to 
the  Council.  Thanks  for  this  are  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  work 
put  in  by  your  foreman,  Mr.  H»  Thompson.  Inevitably  weed  treatment  for 
pavements  and  verges  had  to  be  postponed  but  this  work  is  now  in  hand 
and  the  service  is  almost  back  to  normal,  a  remarkable  achievement. 

Slum  clearance  work  is  proceeding  steadily.  Several  blocks  of 
property  are  awaiting  demolition  and  are  being  held  up  by  one  or  two 
tenants  who  for  one  reason  or  another  have  refused  an  offer  of 
alternative  accommodation.  This  problem  is  not  confined  to  our  area 
alone  but  it  is  one  which  Councils  must  tackle  with  vigour  and 
determination,  and  at  once,  to  avoid  dangerous  conditions  due  to 
vandalism  and  unsightly  areas  of  derelict  property. 

May  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Chief  Officers  and  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  help  during  the  past  year.

Twenty  three  slaughtermen's  licences  were  renewed  during  the 

year* 


Only  six  slaughterhouses  are  now  in  use,  in  the  Borough  and 
these  have  been  virtually  rebuilt  with  all  the  necessary  equipment 
installed  to  bring  them  up  to  the  standard  required.  They  are 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district  and  are  a  tremendous 
improvement  on  the  previous  facilities,  in  fact  they  are  models  of 
there  kind  and  a  credit  to  local  butchers* 

Meat  Inspection  continues  to  occupy  a  considerable  amount  of 
working  time,  but  it  is  a  service  which  is  being  done  efficiently 
and  with  the  protection  of  the  consumer  as  the  prime  target. 
Standards  are  always  contentious  in  spite  of  the  guidance  of  Memo  3 
and  all  Inspectors  will  be  gratified  when  the  new  regulations  become 
law,  possibly  with  statutory  national  standards  of  inspection  and
